New Hampshire to hold 
primaries January 10 


Cruise ship passengers now

NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
New Hampshire will hold its 
presidential primary elections 
on January 10, maintaining its 
first-in-the-nation primary sta¬ 
tus, state officials said yester¬ 
day. 

Part of the first round of 
voting that will see Iowa hold 
its caucuses a week earlier on 
January 3, the primaries will 
help select the Republican 
party's nominee to challenge 
President Barack Obama's re- 
election campaign. 

"It is my honor and privi¬ 
lege to say this morning the 
tradition of the New Hamp¬ 
shire primary lives on," New 
Hampshire Secretary of State 
Bill Gardner said. 

Gardner noted that the win¬ 
ner of the primaries in this 
small northeastern state of 1.3 
million has historically gone 
on to become president, apart 
from three exceptions. 

His announcement came 
after a scramble between a 
handful of states when key bat¬ 
tleground state Florida broke 
Republican Party rules by 
moving its primary up to Jan¬ 
uary 31. 

The move prompted South 
Carolina Republicans to move 


up their primary date to Janu¬ 
ary 21 and Nevada to initially 
decide to hold its vote on the 
14th. 

New Hampshire then 
threatened it would have to 
shift its vote to December due 
to a state law requiring seven 
days to pass between its con¬ 
test and similar elections. 

But Nevada eventually ca¬ 
pitulated to Gardner and an¬ 
nounced it would hold its 
caucuses on February 4, allow¬ 
ing New Hampshire to keep its 
primary in January.

WASHINGTON (AFP) -

The best performing 
companies know that develo¬ 
ping an employee engagement 
strategy and linking it to the 
achievement of corporate 
goals will help them win in the 
marketplace”. 

Mr. Gerver Torres is an 
economist working with the 
Gallup Organization as a Ma¬ 
naging Partner for Latin Amer¬ 
ica. He has been a member of 
the Board of Directors of the 
International Monetary Fund 
and a consultant for the World 
Bank, the Inter-American De¬ 


velopment Bank and the 
United Nations Organization 
on different issues, including 
labor restructuring, producti¬ 
vity, macroeconomic policies 
and social impacts of eco¬ 
nomic reforms. 

He has provided technical 
assistance to governments in 
Latin America, Asia and the 
Middle East on labor restruc¬ 
turing and regulatory environ¬ 
ments. He has published 
several papers and books, in¬ 
cluding; “Labor conditions and 
productivity”; “To transform a 
country we need more than 
economic reforms”; “The third 
wave of privatization”; and 
“Municipal services: small 
scale privatizations”.

Aid ships in new bid to run Gaza blockade 


Syria regime 'fully accepts' 
Arab peace plan 


JERUSALEM (AFP) - Two 
ships carrying medical aid and 
activists have set sail from 
Turkey in a new bid to to break 
Israel's blockade of the Gaza 
Strip, pro-Palestinian activists 
said yesterday. 

A statement issued by the 
Freedom Waves group said the 
mini-flotilla made up of one 


Irish ship and one Canadian 
ship had left Fethiye on 
Turkey's south coast yesterday 
afternoon and planned to arrive 
in Gaza on Friday. The group 
said the two boats, the Cana¬ 
dian Tahrir and the Irish 
Saoirse were carrying 27 peo¬ 
ple, including journalists and 
crew members, along with 


$30,000 worth of medicines. 

"Two civilian boats, the 
Canadian Tahrir (Liberation), 
and the Irish Saoirse (Free¬ 
dom)... are currently in interna¬ 
tional waters making their way 
to the beleaguered Gaza Strip 
to challenge Israel's ongoing 
criminal blockade of the terri¬ 
tory," the statement said. 


CAIRO (AFP) - Syria yester¬ 
day fully accepted an Arab 
League plan to end nearly 
eight months of bloodshed, a 
League official said, but Wash¬ 
ington said President Bashar 
al-Assad still had to go. 

Assad's regime had come 
under huge pressure from fel¬ 
low Arab states to sign up to 
the deal brokered by the pan- 
Arab bloc to end its deadly 
crackdown on anti-govern¬ 
ment protests to avoid the in¬ 
ternationalisation of the crisis. 

Under the hard-won deal 
announced at a meeting of 
Arab foreign ministers in Cairo 
after months of prevarication 
by Damascus, the regime 
agreed to a complete halt to 
violence against civilians and 
to consultations by Arab medi¬ 
ators aimed at opening up a di¬ 
alogue with the opposition. 

"The Syrian delegation ac¬ 
cepted the Arab League plan 
without reservations and in its 
entirety," the League official 
said. 

The blueprint, a copy of 
which was obtained by AFP, 
provides for a "complete halt 
to the violence to protect civil¬ 
ians." 

But on a day on which ac¬ 
tivists said that more than 30 
more people were killed in vi¬ 
olence, the White House said 
the only way forward was for 
Assad to quit. 

"Our position remains that 
President Assad has lost his le¬ 
gitimacy to rule and should 
step down," White House 
spokesman Jay Carney said. 


"We support all interna¬ 
tional efforts that are aimed to¬ 
wards convincing the regime 
to stop attacking its own peo¬ 
ple and perpetrating violence 
against its own people. But our 
position on Assad has not 
changed." 

More than 3,000 people 
have died in the government's 
bloody crackdown on the un¬ 
precedented protests against 
Assad's rule which broke out 
in mid-March, according to 
UN figures. 

It also calls for the "release 
of people detained as a result 
of the recent events, the with¬ 
drawal of forces from towns 
and districts where there have 
been armed clashes, and the 
granting of access to the Arab 
League, and Arab and interna¬ 
tional media." 

It stipulates that "the Arab 
ministerial committee (headed 
by the prime minister of Qatar) 
will conduct consultations with 
the government and the vari¬ 
ous Syrian opposition parties 
aimed at launching a national 
dialogue." 

The text does not specify a 
venue for the dialogue, a bone 
of contention between the gov¬ 
ernment, which insists on Dam¬ 
ascus, and the opposition which 
says it should be outside Syria. 

UN chief Ban Ki-moon said 
it was vital that Assad's regime 
now swiftly implement the 
agreement in full. 

"He must implement the 
agreement as soon as possible 
as agreed," Ban told a news 
conference in Tripoli.

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Lohan jailed 
for 30 days, 
but eyes 
quick release 

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - Trou¬ 
bled US actress Lindsay Lohan 
was sentenced to 30 days be¬ 
hind bars yesterday after ad¬ 
mitting she had violated the 
terms of her probation after 
previous legal tangles. 

But legal sources suggested 
the 25-year-old could be re¬ 
leased earlier, or even not ac¬ 
tually be jailed at all, rather 
like her previous in-and-out 
jail terms in the last year or 
two. 

Judge Stephanie Sautner or¬ 
dered Lohan to surrender to 
county jail by November 9 to 
begin the sentence, while issu¬ 
ing a series of conditions to 
avoid serving another 270 days 
in jail. 

In her latest court appear¬ 
ance, Lohan agreed to carry 
out more community service at 
the LA morgue and to undergo 
further psychotherapy sessions 
— both of which she had al¬ 
ready been ordered to do, but 
failed to fulfill. 

The actress was ordered to 
return to court on December 
14, after which she must attend 
roughly monthly court ap¬ 
pointments to verify she is ful¬ 
filling the terms of the ruling. 

"If you do all that, then this 
jail time (270 days) will be 
permanently stayed," said the 
judge, describing her ruling as 
"putting the keys to the jail in 
the defendant’s pockets." 

Lohan was sentenced to 35 
days of house arrest in May, as 
part of a plea bargain over the 
alleged theft of a $2,500 neck¬ 
lace from a jewelry shop near 
her home in Venice Beach. 

Sautner ruled at that time 
that the starlet had violated her 
probation for a 2007 drug and 
drunk driving offense when 
she allegedly stole the neck¬ 
lace on January 22. 

At yesterday’s court appear¬ 
ance, Sautner ordered Lohan to 
report to the Century Regional 
Detention Facility in Lyn¬ 
wood, south of Los Angeles, 
by November 9 to begin ser¬ 
ving the 30-day sentence.

Quakes shake island in Canaries 


>uake rattles Pacific coast 
f Costa Rica 


SAN JOSE, Costa Rica (AFP) 
- A mid-sized earthquake 
shook the Pacific coast of the 
Central American nation of 
Costa Rica yesterday, with no 
immediate reports of damage 
or casualties, local officials 
and US quake monitors said. 

The 5.4-magnitude quake 
struck at 1:01 pm local time , 
said the US Geological Survey, 


which monitors earthquakes 
around the world. 

The quake was centered 24 
kilometers (15 miles) south¬ 
east of Cabuya, in the province 
of Puntarenas, the Volcanolo- 
gical and Seismological Ob¬ 
servatory of Costa Rica said. 

The quake's epicenter was 
19 kilometers (12 miles) below 
the surface. 


MADRID, (AFP) - An earth¬ 
quake measuring 4.4 on the 
Richter scale shook El Hierro 
island in Spain's Canaries yes¬ 
terday, the strongest tremor to 
hit the territory since an under¬ 
sea volcanic eruption there last 
month. 

The earthquake struck at 
6:10 pm in the Atlantic off the 
town of Frontera, population 
4,000, the National Geograph¬ 
ical Institute said on its web¬ 


site. It was measured at a depth 
of 23 kilometres (14 miles). 

El Hierro was struck by a 
total of 77 earthquakes yester¬ 
day, including five that were 
strong enough to be felt by 
local residents, the institute 
said. 

Experts advised that the 
possibility of a new volcanic 
eruption could not be con¬ 
firmed or ruled out, said a 
spokeswoman for the Canary 


Islands regional government. 

"It could happen but in 
principle it is not imminent," 
the spokeswoman said. 

No evacuations were under 
way. 

The Spanish authorities 
sent tents, toilets and a canteen 
to the island to lodge 2,000 
people in case of an evacua¬ 
tion, the regional government 
said in a statement.

Global leaders pledge to fight polio 



PERTH (AFP) - World leaders 
added their weight to a push to 
eradicate polio, pledging mil¬ 
lions of dollars in new funds to 
bring an end to the crippling 
and potentially fatal disease. 

Australian Prime Minister 
Julia Gillard, who is hosting 
the Commonwealth Heads of 
Government Meeting in Perth, 
said her country would spend 
Aus$50 million ($53.5 mil¬ 
lion) over four years towards 
the global fight. 

"While polio remains any¬ 
where in the world it is a threat 
to anyone," she told a joint 
news conference with leaders 
from Britain, Canada and two 
of the world's four polio en¬ 
demic countries — Pakistan 
and Nigeria — by her side. 

"We are here today to 
demonstrate our commitment 
to ending the fight against 
polio, that is ending polio for 
all time." 


Canadian Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper said his coun¬ 
try would commit further in¬ 
vestments in polio surveillance 
and immunisations without 
giving a figure, while philan¬ 
thropist Bill Gates pledged $40 
million in new funding. 

"We're at a crossroads," 
Gates, co-chair of the Bill and 
Melinda Gates Foundation, 
said via a video message, 
adding that recent cases in 
China highlighted the risk of 
polio spreading back across the 
globe. 

Nigerian President Good- 
luck Jonathan said he would 
raise annual spending on fight¬ 
ing polio from $17 million to 
$30 million from 2012. 

Jonathan said while the 
disease had been reduced by 
75 percent in the African na¬ 
tion, it remained present in 
some states and had started to 
make a comeback over the past 
year. 

Britain's Prime Minister 
David Cameron, whose gov¬ 
ernment in January pledged 40 
million pounds ($64.5 million) 
to fight the disease, said the 
world was in sight of eradicat¬ 
ing the disease. 

"Today for the vast major¬ 
ity of countries polio has been 
eliminated and the harrowing 
images of children in iron 
lungs banished to the past," he 


said. 

"If we fail to get rid of polio 
we run the risk of seeing it 
spread back to countries from 
which it has been eradicated," 
he said. 

Polio remains a challenge 
for the 54-nation Common¬ 
wealth, with three of the four 
of the world's endemic coun¬ 
tries — India, Nigeria and Pak¬ 
istan — members. Afghanistan 
is the fourth state in which the 
highly contagious disease has 
not been eradicated. 

Pakistani Prime Minister 
Yousuf Raza Gilani said he 
was concerned that polio had 
re-emerged in his country, 
which shares a long, rugged 
and porous border with war- 
ravaged Afghanistan. 

"This situation is totally un¬ 
acceptable," he said, adding 
that medical staff often had 
difficulty reaching those in 
need given the difficult terrain 
and the problem of insurgents. 

In areas where the oral vac¬ 
cine was most needed, he said, 
there were people who were 
"so fanatical they don't let the 
doctors into this area". 

Gillard said it was possible 
the disease, which in 1954 held 
Perth in its grip, preventing 
Britain's Queen Elizabeth II 
from staying onshore during 
her maiden visit Down Under, 
could be ended for ever.

Light drinkers have 
higher breast cancer 
risk: study 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Light 
to moderate alcohol drinkers 
have an increased risk of 
breast cancer compared to 
women who do not drink beer, 
wine or liquor, said a US study 
published on Tuesday. 

Women who drink three to 
six glasses of alcohol per week 
have a 15 percent higher risk 
of getting breast cancer than 
women who do not drink, said 
the research led by Brigham 
and Women's Hospital and 
Harvard Medical School. 

Women who drink on aver¬ 
age two glasses daily of alco¬ 
hol show a 51 percent higher 
risk of breast cancer, said the 
study published in the Journal 
of the American Medical As¬ 
sociation. 

Researchers followed 
105,986 women who an¬ 


swered survey questions about 
their health and alcohol con¬ 
sumption from 1980 until 
2008. 

The higher breast cancer 
risk was seen whether the 
women drank early in life or 
whether they were drinking 
after age 40, suggesting that 
even stopping may not have an 
effect on lowering risk. 

The findings also present a 
dilemma for women who may 
choose to drink small amounts 
of alcohol, such as red wine, 
for heart health. 

The study authors said that 
the reason for the boost in 
breast cancer risk remains un¬ 
known, but hypothesized that 
it could be due to the elevation 
of sex hormones circulating in 
a woman's system after she 
drinks alcohol. 


Canadian doctors see 
face in testicle 


OTTAWA (AFP) - Doctors in 
Canada saw a divine face in 
the testes of a man admitted to 
a hospital with severe pain and 
an inflamed scrotum, a scien¬ 
tific journal article said 
Wednesday. 

Or at least, that is one pos¬ 
sible explanation. 

Two years ago, doctors at a 
teaching hospital affiliated 
with Queen's University in 
Kingston, Ontario, spotted 
what appeared to be a face in 
ultrasound images of a 45- 
year-old patient's scrotum. 

"While scrolling through 


the ultrasound images, the res¬ 
idents and staff alike were 
amazed to see the outline of a 
man's face staring up out of the 
image, his mouth agape as if 
the face seen on the ultrasound 
scan itself was also experienc¬ 
ing severe (pain)," doctors 
Gregory Roberts and Naji 
Touma wrote in the journal 
Urology. 

The discovery was pub¬ 
lished in the latest issue of the 
journal Urology under the ban¬ 
ner "The Face of Testicular 
Pain: A Surprising Ultrasound 
Finding."

Climate, humans share blame 
for megafauna demise 




PARIS (AFP) - Climate 
drove the woolly rhino to ex¬ 
tinction but early humans are 
more likely to blame for the 
demise of the bison, the wild 
horse and perhaps the mam¬ 
moth too, according to a 
study released Wednesday. 

’’Some of both,” in other 
words, is the answer to a 
long-standing wrangle as to 
whether climate shift or 
hunter-gatherers drove most 
of the northern hemisphere's 
Ice Age megafauna to an 
early grave, the study says. 

For decades, experts have 
argued about the fate of these 
chill-loving mammals, which 
roamed the wilderness — their 
numbers falling and rising 
with each glacial cycle — for 
nearly two million years. 

And then, after the peak of 
the last Ice Age about 20,000 
years ago, things started to go 
wrong. 

"The question is, what 
changed?” "Why were these 
mammals no longer able to 
find safe 'refugia', or havens, 
where they could survive in a 
warm climate?”asked Beth 


Shapiro, a researcher at Penn 
State University and a co-au¬ 
thor of the study. 

Several dozen investiga¬ 
tors led by Eske Willerslev of 
the University of Copen¬ 
hagen sifted through genetic, 
climatic and archaeological 
data for six species: the 
woolly rhinoceros, woolly 
mammoth, wild horse, rein¬ 
deer, bison and musk ox. 

Genetic data made it pos¬ 
sible to estimate roughly 
when and by how much pop¬ 
ulations of each species ex¬ 
panded or shrank as the 
climate changed and their 
habitat started to disappear. 

This, in turn, was matched 
against shifts in temperature 
and precipitation as tempera¬ 
tures cooled and warmed 
across various glacial eras. 

Finally, the archaeological 
clues showed the extent to 
which early humans might 
have influenced their sur¬ 
vival. 

"In locations where animal 
bones had been cooked or 
converted into spears, we 
know that humans lived there 


and were using them as a re¬ 
source," Shapiro said. 

Even without hunting, the 
overlap of human communi¬ 
ties and animal ranges could 
have influenced whether the 
mammals survived, she 
added. 

The picture that emerged 
is different for each species. 

Homo sapiens never 
shared a living space with ei¬ 
ther the woolly rhino in Eu¬ 
rope or the musk ox across 
Eurasia, the study showed. 

This exculpates humans 
from their extinction in these 
locations and points to cli¬ 
mate change as the likely 
cause. 

For the other four big 
mammals, though, humans 
almost certainly helped shape 
their fate, but not always neg¬ 
atively. 

"Something kept these an¬ 
imals from doing what they 
had always done before, 
which is finding an alterna¬ 
tive refugia," said Shapiro. 
"That 'something' was proba¬ 
bly us — humans." 

The combined evidence 
points an accusing finger at 
our species for the demise of 
the wild horse and the bison, 
especially across Siberia and 
in Asia. 

Reindeers managed to find 
safe habitat in high arctic re¬ 
gions, escaping both rising 
global temperatures and hu¬ 
manity's voraciousness. 

Why the woolly mam¬ 
moth disappeared is still 
hotly debated, but the causes 
are probably multiple, the 
study concluded. 

The last known population 
of the lumbering behemoths 
lived in isolation until 4,000 
years ago on Wrangel Island, 
north of Siberia in the Arctic 
Ocean. 


LONDON (AFP) - British 
Foreign Secretary William 
Hague issued a warning on 
Wednesday to countries which 
sponsor cyber attacks, at the 
close of a global cyberspace 
conference in London. 

He would not name and 
shame those responsible, say¬ 
ing the two-day talks were in¬ 
tended to be "constructive", 
but government advisor 
Pauline Neville-Jones said on 
Monday that Russia and China 
were "certainly some of them".

Google Inc. released a native 
Gmail application for iOS 
into the wild yesterday, then 
returned it to captivity just as 
quickly. The application, 
which was available for free 
on Apple Inc. devices run¬ 
ning iOS 4.0 or higher, 
lacked certain critical fea¬ 
tures: such as the ability to re¬ 
ceive notification updates 
when readers got new mail. 


The conference, involving 
over 700 officials, security ex¬ 
perts, technology firms and 
NGOs from more than 60 
countries including Russia and 
China, failed to reach any for¬ 
mal agreement on the broad 
range of issues discussed. 

But Hague said the talks 
made "important progress" to¬ 
wards setting out a global 
agenda, which will be fol¬ 
lowed up in conferences in 
Hungary in 2012 and South 
Korea in 2013.

Fed slashes growth forecast, sees higher 
unemployment 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
Federal Reserve yesterday 
slashed its US economic 
growth forecast for this year 
through 2013, and raised its 
previous estimates on unem¬ 
ployment. 

After announcing monetary 
policy was left essentially un¬ 
changed in the face of eco¬ 
nomic growth that had 
"strengthened somewhat" in 
the third quarter, the Fed re¬ 
leased a set of projections for 
2011-2012, including 2014 es¬ 
timates for the first time. 


Gross domestic product 
growth is expected to increase 
only modestly — by 1.6 to 1.7 
percent — this year, before 
picking up to a pace of be¬ 
tween 2.5 and 2.9 percent next 
year, according to the central 
bank's latest economic projec¬ 
tions. 

That marked a sharp down¬ 
ward revision from the Fed's 
June estimates of GDP growth 
of 2.7-2.9 percent in 2011 and 
3.3-3.7 percent in 2012. 

The unemployment rate 
was projected to hit 9.0-9.1 


percent in the current fourth 
quarter, instead of the 8.6-8.9 
percent rate seen less than five 
months ago. 

For the 2012 fourth quarter, 
the jobless rate estimates were 
upwardly revised a half a per¬ 
centage point or more, to a 
range between 8.5 percent and 
8.7 percent. 

According to research by 
Fed economists, growth rates 
of 2.5 percent would keep the 
economy in the doldrums well 
beyond 2021. 


Bemanke: MF Global bankruptcy an 'isolated case' 


Federal Reserve chairman Ben 
Bernanke on Wednesday said 
the collapse of Wall Street bro¬ 
kerage firm MF Global was 
not symptomatic of a broader 
problem in the financial sector. 


"It appears to be an isolated 
case," said Bernanke, "so far 
we have not seen any signifi¬ 
cant impact on financial stabil¬ 
ity." 

The firm filed for Chapter 


11 bankruptcy protection in a 
New York bankruptcy court on 
Monday, making it the first 
major US casualty from the 
European debt crisis. 




World business leaders 
back Greek bailout 


PARIS (AFP) - Powerful 
business leaders from the 
G20 countries urged Euro¬ 
pean governments yesterday 
to push ahead with a Greek 
bailout deal despite a shock 
decision by Athens to hold a 
referendum on it. 

The G20, made up of top 
business leaders from the 
world's leading economies, 
met yesterday on the eve of a 
two-day summit of heads of 
state in Cannes. 

"The G20 in Cannes ex¬ 


presses its support for the 
plan announced by the euro¬ 
zone governments last Thurs¬ 
day and urges the 
governments to move swiftly 
towards successful imple¬ 
mentation of the plan," the 
group said in a statement 
Greek Prime Minister 
George Papandreou stunned 
world markets and EU part¬ 
ners Tuesday by announcing 
a referendum on the hard- 
fought deal agreed at an EU 
crisis meeting last week. 


IMF chief urges Europe to 
stick by Greek bailout deal 


CANNES (AFP) - IMF chief 
Christine Lagarde urged Eu¬ 
ropean leaders yesterday to 
stick by their debt crisis plan 
despite Greece's plans to hold 
a referendum on the bailout 
deal. 

Lagarde said what matters 
"is the resilience and the de¬ 
termination of the European 
partners... to take the matter 
forward to implement the 
agreement that has been 
agreed on the 27th of Octo¬ 
ber" on measures to rescue 
Greece. 

Last week Europe cobbled 
together a deal to wipe 100 
billion euros off Greece's 
debt, strengthen banks and 
double the firepower of its 
bailout fund, but the Greek 


referendum threw this into 
question. 

"Of course there are hic¬ 
cups on the road, sometimes 
major hiccups," said Lagarde 
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Kardashian insists marriage was 
for love, not TV

SYDNEY (AFP) - Reality 
television superstar Kim Kar¬ 
dashian Wednesday hit back 
at speculation her lavish wed¬ 
ding was a stunt, saying her 
short-lived marriage to Kris 
Humphries was for love, not 
television. 

In Sydney to promote her 
new handbag range, the 
celebrity revealed her pain 
after filing for divorce on 
Monday from basketball 
player Humphries, who she 
married less than three 
months ago. 

"It’s a hard time right 
now,” said Kardashian, 
known for the reality show 
’’Keeping Up with the Kar- 


dashians”, who was 
mobbed by photogra¬ 
phers and fans as she 
arrived at Sydney air¬ 
port. 

”1 don’t really think 
I’m ready to get into the 
details of it. You know, 
I am following my 
heart,” she told Aus¬ 
tralia’s Network Ten. 

The 31-year-old, 
who has been married 
and divorced once be¬ 
fore, said it was painful 
to hear talk that her Au¬ 
gust 20 wedding to 
towering New Jersey 
Nets power forward 
Humphries, 26, was not 
genuine. 

”1 think that’s proba¬ 
bly the hardest part, just 
from the start there have 
been so many different 
reports that just aren't true. 
Like my wedding cost $10 
million,” she said. 

"I married for love, any¬ 
one that would, you know, 
get married for a TV show, 
it’s just, you know, ridiculous 
and it’s just sad that I even 
have to defend that. 

”1 guess that’s the kind of 
scrutiny you get when you 
live your life on a reality 
show but everything I do is, 
you know, just for love. I'm a 
hopeless romantic.” 

Kardashian said had made 
a donation to a charity to 
cover what people would 
have spent on wedding gifts, 


feeling that this would be a 
better contribution than re¬ 
turning the presents. 

Asked why she decided to 
continue with her plans to 
come to Australia so soon 
after the break-up she said he 
wanted to honour her prior 
commitment. 

”1 guess I kinda wanted to 
escape and come out here,” 
she said. 

Kardashian became a 
household name in 2007 
thanks to a sex tape with her 
then-boyfriend, and the ongo¬ 
ing "Keeping Up” series 
which tracks the dramas of 
her affluent Los Angeles fam- 
ily. 

She announced her im¬ 
pending divorce on Monday, 
with court documents citing 
"irreconcilable differences” 
as the basis of the applica¬ 
tion. 

In a statement on her web¬ 
site on Tuesday, Kardashian 
said she wanted "a family and 
babies and a real life so badly 
that maybe I rushed in to 
something too soon.” 

"I felt like I was on a fast 
rollercoaster and couldn't get 
off when now I know I prob¬ 
ably should have," she said. 

"I got caught up with the 
hoopla and the filming of the 
TV show that when I proba¬ 
bly should have ended my re¬ 
lationship, I didn't know how 
to and didn't want to disap¬ 
point a lot of people.” 


Appeals court backs 

CBS in J ackson 
breast case 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - A US 
appeals court backed the CBS 
television network Wednesday 
in its long-running fight 
against a $550,000 fine im¬ 
posed over a broadcast in 
which pop superstar Janet 
Jackson briefly bared her 
breast. 

The US Federal Communi¬ 
cations Commission (FCC) 
levied the fine against CBS in 
2006 for breaking indecency 
rules during a halftime per¬ 
formance by Jackson at the 
2004 Super Bowl, the champi¬ 
onship game of the National 
Football League. 

CBS appealed the fine and 
the "wardrobe malfunction" 
case has wound its way 
through the courts since then. 

Two years ago, US 
Supreme Court ordered the 3rd 
US Circuit Court of Appeals in 
Philadelphia to re-examine its 
verdict in favor of CBS which 


nullified the fine. 

In its ruling on Wednes¬ 
day, the appeals court again 
came down in favor of CBS, 
saying the FCC had acted "ar¬ 
bitrarily” in penalizing the TV 
network CBS. 

"CBS cannot be held liable 
unless it consciously and de¬ 
liberately broadcast the spe¬ 
cific material deemed 
indecent," the court said. 

Jackson, the youngest sis¬ 
ter of the late Michael Jack- 
son, was performing live at 
the Super Bowl when fellow 
pop star Justin Timberlake 
tore off her bustier, exposing 
her breast for a fraction of a 
second to some 90 million 
viewers. 

CBS apologized for the in¬ 
cident but in 2004 it was or¬ 
dered to pay the fine, the 
stiffest penalty the agency 
could levy against the net¬ 
work.

Justin Bieber slams malicious 
paternity claim

New 'Sound of Music 
exhibit in Salzburg 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - Teen 
pop sensation Justin Bieber 
vowed ’’vigorous” legal action 
Wednesday after a 20-year-old 
reportedly claimed he fathered 
her baby, saying the assertion 
is ’’malicious” and demonstra¬ 
bly false. 


According to the tabloid 
Star magazine, Mariah Yeater 
says she and 17-year-old 
Bieber had sex backstage at 
one of his shows in Los Ange¬ 
les, and that she gave birth to 
a baby boy three months ago. 

The magazine, which 


splashed a picture of mother 
and baby on its front cover, 
said Yeater’s lawyers had filed 
a lawsuit on Monday. 

’’While we haven't yet seen 
the lawsuit, it's sad that some¬ 
one would fabricate, mali¬ 
cious, defamatory and 
demonstrably false claims,” 
said a statement by Bieber's 
publicist. " We will vigorously 
pursue all available legal 
remedies to defend and protect 
Justin against these allega¬ 
tions,” it added. 

The pop sensation soared to 
stardom after videos of his per¬ 
formances were posted on 
YouTube, with his album "My 
World 2.0” hitting the top of 
the US charts in 2010. 

His music video "Baby” is 
one of the most-watched clips 
ever posted on YouTube, with 
more than 640 million viewers. 


VIENNA (AFP) - The 
Salzburg Museum unveiled 
Wednesday a new exhibit with 
all aspects of the "Sound of 
Music” from the von Trapp 
family's real lives to the mas¬ 
sively successful 1965 Oscar- 
winning film. 

Using 180 items from sev¬ 
eral collections in the United 
States and Europe, some of 
which have never been seen 
before, it explores the runaway 
popularity of the singing-and- 
dancing family both before 
and after World War II. 

"There probably isn't a 
town with more than 50,000 
people in America where we 
didn't perform,” Johannes von 
Trapp, whose mother Maria 
Augusta von Trapp was played 
by Julie Andrews in the 
movie, said in Salzburg on 
Wednesday. 

The second half of the ex¬ 
hibition focuses on the film, 
one of the most successful of 


all time, and includes 15 dif¬ 
ferent versions of Rodgers and 
Hammerstein's song "Do-re- 
mi”, including in Hebrew, 
Japanese and Icelandic. 

Even though the film at¬ 
tracts hundreds of thousands 
of tourists to Salzburg every 
year, the "Sound of Music” 
has long been ignored by lo¬ 
cals, and it was only last 
month that the feelgood musi¬ 
cal was performed there for 
the first time. 

Museum director Erich 
Marx said part of the reason 
for this was that inhabitants 
were uncomfortable with the 
fact that the von Trapp family 
had to flee Austria because of 
the Nazis. 

”1 think it is to do with 
shame and a bad conscience 
that we in Salzburg were also 
responsible for the courageous 
Baron von Trapp and his fam¬ 
ily ending up in the awkward 
situation they did,” he said.

Tennis: Rusty Federer fights 
past 'great' Nieminen 



BASEL (AFP) - Roger Federer 
needed ten aces and a fighting 
finish in a 6-1, 4-6, 6-3 win 
over Finland’s Jarkko Niemi¬ 
nen which secured his place in 
the quarter-finals of the Swiss 
Indoors on Wednesday. 

Out of action for six weeks, 
the Swiss third seed was tested 
for the first time by his long¬ 
time rival in a series which 
began in 2002. Since they 
began in Moscow nine years 
ago, Federer had won all 11 
matches in straight sets. 

Fellow 30-year-old Niemi- 
men, a finalist two weeks ago 
in Stockholm, achieved a per¬ 
sonal goal as he finally won a 
set off the Swiss, taking the 
second with two breaks of 
Federer's serve and despite 
double-faults on two of four 
set points. 

It took a big effort in the 
third set for 16-time grand 
slam winner Federer to re-es¬ 
tablish control. But he still 
needed three match points to 
end with a cross-court winner 
after just over 90 minutes. 

"I'm really happy to go 
through, said Federer, the four¬ 
time tournament champion 
and holder. ’’The second set 
was really tough and Jarkko 
played very well. 

"He was also great at the 
end of the third (set). I found it 
tough to get my rhythm, it's a 
result of not playing for six 
weeks. To stay at your highest 
level you have to play consis¬ 


tently and I didn't manage to 
do that all the time today." 

Federer's hard-fought vic¬ 
tory took him to 26 wins from 
his last 27 matches in Basel, 
where his only loss in that pe¬ 
riod came in the 2009 final to 
N o vak Dj okovic. 

Federer is without a title 
since the first week in January 
and is hoping for a big season 
finish this week, next week in 
Paris and at the eight-man sea¬ 
son wrapup in London from 
November 20. 

The field of leading seeds 
was reduced to Federer and 
Serbia's number one Dj okovic 
as second seed Andy Murray 
withdrew with a right buttock 
muscle strain. 

The world number three was 
replaced in the draw by Basel- 
born Marco Chiudinelli. Ironi¬ 
cally, his wild card was 
withdrawn by the tour in order 
to give it to Murray at late notice 
last week but he went on to lose 
to Robin Haase 6-2, 7-6 (9/7). 


Murray said he woke up 
around 3 a.m. (0200 GMT) on 
Tuesday with pain in his but¬ 
tock. "I was struggling to 
walk," said Murray. "I had 
trained twice on Monday and 
felt fine after that. 

Murray said he will travel 
to Paris on today and take four 
or five days off with anti-in¬ 
flammatory treatment in the 
hope of being fit for the final 
event of the regular ATP sea¬ 
son starting on Monday, the 
Paris Masters. 

Murray's pull-out was the 
second of the day after Serb 
sixth seed Janko Tipsarevic 
was unable to go on when he 
was trailing 5-1 in the first set 
against German Florian Mayer 
in their first round match. 

Marcos Baghdatis of 
Cyprus joined Federer in the 
last eight as he beat Swiss 
Michael Lammer 7-6 (7/2), 6- 
7 (2/7), 6-3, taking nearly two 
and a quarter-hours to go 
through.

NFL: Suh says talk with 
Goodell productive 



DETROIT (AFP) - Detroit 
Lions star defender 
Ndamukong Suh got his meet¬ 
ing with NFL commissioner 
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Roger Goodell on Tuesday, 
and said he came away with "a 
better understanding” of how 
to play the game. 

Suh had requested the 
meeting at NFL headquarters 
in New York during the Lions' 
bye week to discuss the penal¬ 
ties and fines he has been as¬ 
sessed. 

Lions coach Jim Schwartz 
and team president Tom 
Lewand also attended, Goodell 
said. 

"I have gained a better un¬ 
derstanding of how I need to 
continue to play the game to 
help my team win,” Suh said in 
a statement. 

"I look forward to the rest 
of the season and doing every¬ 
thing we can to bring the Lom¬ 
bardi Trophy to Detroit.” 

The Lions are 6-2 for the 
first time since 2007 as they 
vie for their first NFL title 
since 1956. 

Suh has been a key contrib¬ 
utor, but his rough style has 
brought him $42,500 in fines 
since Detroit made him the 
second overall draft selection 
in 2009. 


In August, he was fined a 
third time for roughing up a 
third quarterback in less than a 
year after he flung Cincinnati 
quarterback Andy Dalton to 
the field after he had gotten rid 
of the ball. 

Suh, who is making $40 
million in guaranteed salary, 
has said he thinks it's hard for 
officials to tell if he's playing 
within the rules of an admit¬ 
tedly violent sport. 

Goodell said he thought 
Suh had already made appro¬ 
priate adjustments in his style, 
and the commissioner was 
pleased the player asked for 
the meeting to clarify a few 
more things. 

"Ndamukong plays the 
game with great skill and pas¬ 
sion and is a major reason for 
the Lions' success this year,” 
Goodell said in a statement. 

"In the course of our dia¬ 
logue today, we reviewed 
video showing that 
Ndamukong has clearly made 
the adjustments to play consis¬ 
tently within the rules so that 
he can continue to help the 
team.

Beckham, 36, told the BBC 
that playing for Great Britain 
in London was a "dream” and 
was adamant that he had no 
plans to hang up his boots after 
nearly 20 years as a profes¬ 
sional footballer. 

"We all dream about it and 
we all think about it,” Beck¬ 
ham said when asked about the 
Olympics. "If it happens, I'll 
be honoured.”

'Trapped' 
Aamer 
says sorry 
for no-balls 


LONDON (AFP) - Moham¬ 
mad Aamer, the prodigious 
teenage Pakistan fast bowler, 
made an impassioned apology 
Wednesday for his involve¬ 
ment in the cricket spot-fixing 
scandal, saying his own stu¬ 
pidity had brought him down. 

Aamer, 19, considered one 
of the hottest emerging talents 
in the game after becoming the 
youngest player to take 50 Test 
wickets, said he had got in¬ 
volved over his head and pan¬ 
icked. 

Aamer admitted conspiring 
to cheat and to accept corrupt 
payments for bowling two pre¬ 
arranged no-balls during the 
August 2010 Test between 
England and Pakistan at 
Lord's. 

"I want to apologise to Pak¬ 
istan and to everyone that 
cricket is important to. I do 
know how much damage this 
has done to the game, a game 
which I love more than any¬ 
thing else in the world," he 
said in a statement read out in 
court. 

He said he decided months 
ago to admit bowling two no¬ 
balls. 

He said he had let down peo¬ 
ple he admired and was prepared 
for the judge's decision. 

Judge Jeremy Cooke dis¬ 
missed claims that Aamer was 
only involved in one episode of 
spot-fixing, saying that text 
messages from murky contacts 
in Pakistan suggested he was 
also implicated in fixing during 
the preceding Test at The Oval.

And the southpaw star ex¬ 
pects this fight with Marquez 
to be more intense than the 
previous thrillers. 

"I never underestimate 
Marquez. I train hard for this 
fight. I feel strong. In the last 
four years I've changed a lot." 


Marquez, 53-5 with one 
drawn and 39 knockouts, is 5- 
1 since losing to Pacquiao, the 
only loss coming by unani¬ 
mous decision to unbeaten US 
star Floyd Mayweather in 
2009 in Marquez's only prior 
welterweight outing before 
Pacquiao.

LAS VEGAS (AFP) - Filipino 
boxing icon Manny Pacquiao 
has never looked so motivated 
to trainer Freddie Roach as he 
has in training to fight Juan 
Manuel Marquez next week 
and silence the Mexican 
fighter's taunts. 

Pacquiao defends his World 
Boxing Organization welter¬ 
weight crown against Marquez 
on November 12 at Las Vegas, 
the third fight in a trilogy that 
began with a 2004 draw and 
continued when "Pac-Man" 
won a 2008 split decision. 


With one point 
on one judge's 
scorecard all that 
has separated the 
fighters through 
24 rounds, Mar¬ 
quez has long ar¬ 
gued he beat 
Pacquiao twice, 
even wearing a 
shirt that said, "I 
beat Pacquiao 
twice" to a pre¬ 
fight appearance in Manila. 

"He's claiming he was 
robbed in the last two fights. 
This third fight will be the an¬ 
swer to all of that," Pacquiao 
said Wednesday. 

"I'm not saying I'm going to 
knock him out but I have 
trained very hard for this fight. 
Whatever comes will come 
now. I have put in the hard 
work. I'm ready for this fight."
